Mr. Baker 
states that he has more buyers than 
he has farms available, and ,on .that

sections. 


Mr. Baker is familiar with real es- 


tate conditions in other states, and he 
says that in no other section arc there 
more buyers than farms for sale. The 
demand is not for city and town prop- 
erty, but for small improved farms. 
He attributes the unusual demand lo 
Ihc desire of city people — wage earn- 
ers whp hnvc been thrown out of em- 
ployment, and others— to engage in 
farming. 


This lack of farms for sale would 


indicate that Sevier county farmers 
have not lost faith in this country be- 
cause of the abnormal 'conditions of 
last year, and that they arc not fool- 
ish enough lo pull up and leave a 
land of opportunity, where n crop 
failure so complete as that of 1930 
may never happen again. It is a good 
.sign, and presages a quick comeback 
now that the seasons again appear to 
be functioning normally.

Enough For Farm 


Cannon Declares 


Hemps lead Representa- 


tive Defines Position on 
1 93 1 -32 Appropriation 


TO 
$25,000 


Local Law-Maker Holds 


Reduction Necessary 
For Public Economy 


Curtis Cannon, Hempstead county 


representative in the legislature, is op- 
posed to the annual appropriation of 
525,000 for the Fruit and Truck Ex- 
pcrimon Farm, and believes it should 
be reduced to $10,000. 


He made this plain in a statement to 


The 
Star 
Saturday morning. His 


statement was mailed i^om Little 
Rock, where he had been addressed 
by telegraph by The Star and other 
local business houses with an appeal 
to support the appropriation. 


Cannon's .Statement 


Rumors had ben current here all 


week that Mr. Cannon intended to op- 
pose the usual appropriation 
bill. 


The Star therefore suggested in its 
telegram that Mr. Cannon make his 
position clear in a detailed statement. 
The statement is as follows: 


"Mr. Alex. H. Washburn, Hope Star: 
"Dear Alex: You tell me that the 


county is agitated over the report 
that I plan to cut the appropriation 
for the Experiment Station at Hope. 
I think that most of that agitation is 
from those financially interested in 
the station and friends of theirs, who 
have been agitated by their side of 
the story. 


"I have received fifty letters and 


telegrams asking unlimited support for 
this experiment farm. ' 


: "1 am;sorry that I can not accede to 
ihese^reeiuestsj because some of tl\em, 
TOtte^'fr^nv'. my ' best 'Wcndsr'*among 
whom are some "of the leading busi- 
ness and professional men 
of 
the 


county. 


"The farm at Hope, the one at 


Marianna and the one at Stuttgart 
probably are doing some good, but 
their cost, which has been $25,000 per 
year for each of them, is excessive. 
Preaching economy in the legislature, 
as I always have done, forces me to 
practice it, even at home. 


Thinks $10,000 Enough 


"These farms can do everything they 


arc doing now on an appropriation of 
510,000 a year each, if. they will try, 
[f the average 
Hcmpstcad 
county 


Farmer had $10,000 a year to operate a 
Farm Ihc size of the Hope Experiment 
Farm, he naturally would think he 
was a rich man and ho would be com- 
fortably fixed, even though ho gave 
away everything he raised on the 
farm he still would make a profit out 
of his farm operations. 


"I do not want to be arbitrary in 


this mailer, but -I am not going to 
allow a 525,000 a year appropriation to 
go through the House of Representa- 
tives, if there is any way to stop it. 


'If this farm and the other two 


farms can not operate on $10,000 a 
year each the state would be better 
off to nbolish this 'noble experiment,1 
sell the farms at auction and return 
to the people, who subscribed to the 
funds for the sites, the money they 
paid in.

Governor Parnell threatened an ex- 


tended or special session in delivering 
a message to a joint session on Thurs- 
day. He declared legislation should 
be enacted to relieve school districts 
of existing bonded indebtedness and 
at the same time set up restrictions 
on future bonding. 


Thousands of school teachers in the 


stale, he said, have gone without pay 
for several months and he added that 
unless relief 
was provided, 
many 


schools would not bo able to reopen 
next September. 


He advocated no specific measure, 


however, advising the legislature to 
find an acceptable one among those 
pending or gel another one. 


Among those now pending is the 


Thorn bill in the house, which would 
tax electric current for relief of school 
bonded indebtedness. .Another would 
tax soft drinks and cosmetics. 


The education rccodification meas- 


ure, which the senate passed, during 
the week and sent to the house, would 
remedy some school matters pointed; 
ou.t by the governor. It would place 
re.sj,rictions on future Ijoj^dipg., It also 
Jw*6dld abojisli ;the"'ele'ctirV .office^ of 
state superintendent of education, "sub- 
stituting a commissioner of education 
appointed by the.state board of edu- 
cation. 


Senate Cautious 


The senate during the week voted to 


make it easier to get a divorce but 
refused to make it more difficult to 
get married. 
. '. 


The house bill by Campbell of Se- 


vier, lo permit granting of divorce de- 
crees after ninety days' residence in 
the state, was passed by the seriate 
and goes to Governor Parnell. Earlier 
the senate defeated a bfll by Senator. 
Hcndricks lo require five days' notice 
before issuance of marriage licenses. 


The compulsory county audit bill, 


over which this and previous legisla- 
tures have fought for several years, 
became a law with the signing of 'it 
by Governor Parnell. It makes it 
mandatory for all counties to have an 
audit of their affairs every year by 
the state comptroller. The 1929 ses- 
sion passed a bil for an audit of some 
of the 75 counties and this year's act 
includes all counties. 


Early in the week, the house sound- 


ed the death knell for'government re- 
organization at this session. It "post- 
poned indefinitely consideration of a 
concurrent resolution for submission 
of a cnstitutional amendment embody- 
ing the gvernmental changes recom- 
mended by Governor Parnell. The 
senate previously had turned down a 
rival house bill by Clark of Grant/ 
which the house passed. 


Out of the deadlock, sprang a pos- 


sibility that a bill by Representative 
McCabe of Baxter, which would call 
a-constitutional convention next Oc- 
tober, might be accepted as a com- 
promise, thus leaving the matter of 
governmental reorganization to the 
constitutional convention. 


Investigate Gas 
' 


The senate started two more inves- 


tigations, one . to' determine whether 
gas company rates in the state were 
excessive and the quality of the gas 
was satisfactory, and the other to in- 
quire into the academic standing and 
gather other information on. the staff 
of the University of Arkansas Medical 
School. The latter inquiry was in- 
spired by Senator Abington in an ef- 
fort to show the standards of the med- 
ical school would not be lowered by 
':H&-$>111,: 'wm'eR^fie";sehate ':passed, per- 
mitting high school graduates to en- 
ter medical school immediately with- 
out taking two years of general col- 
lege work as is now required. 


Meanwhile, the

Niagara Falls Rock 


Avalanche Explained 


CHAPEL HILL—(U.R)—An explana- 


tion for the recent change in Niagara 
Falls, when great, masses of rock pre- 
cipitated into the pools below the falls, 
is offered by Dr. W. F. Prouty, of 
the University of North Carolina Geo- 
logy Department. 


Erosion of the falls has been going 


on since melting of the continental 
ice sheet from the northern United 
States, Dr. Prouty said, and has serv- 
ed as a geological timepiece. 
The 


wearing away has been regular, aver- 
aging one foot on the American Falls 
and about five feet a year on the 
Horseshoe Falls. 


Gradual erosion of the softer shale 


under the more massive ledge of the 
crest caused an unstable condition of 
the rock which, upon being subjected 


to occasional earth tremors, caused 
the recen.1 collapse, according to Dr. 
Prouty.
